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CYCLONE SWEEPS SIKESTON WITH

$500000 LOSS TO PROPERTY 


A cyclone swept down upon Sikea- 
ton from the east at 3:30 Wednesday 
afternoon and, during the 
hour 
it 
raged, $500,000 worth of damage was 
done to property - and 
crops within 
an area of two miles on all sides of 
the town. 
With the storm came a six inch fall 
of rain and a heavy hail which flood­ 
ed business and 
residence 
sections 
alike, the water being over four feet 
deep in some of the lowest sections 
of town. 
The .Sikeston Mercantile Company, 
with a loss estimated at $20,000, was 
the worst hit place 
in 
town. 
The 
wind broke in the front wall at 
the 
top, and lifted up the roof for forty 
feet back, throwing it back upon the 
remaind *r of the roof. 
Parts of it 
were blown upon 
adjoining 
roofs, 
breaking them in and letting water 
in upon merchandise. 
The 
interior 
of the Mercantile is a wreck, the wa­ 
ter coming down from above as 
If 


$500 and several were damaged to the 
extent of thousands. 
So great was the fall of rain that 
the town was flooded and 
one could 
have rowed a boat through any 
of 
the streets for several hours after the 
rain. 
Many cars were stalled 
and 
the garage men were kept busy haul­ 
ing 
out 
stalled 
cars. 
Many cars 
which were out 
in the 
storm 
had 
their tops ruined by the hail whcih 
cut them up badly. 
The roof at Fred Schorle’s Bakery 
was blown off, as was also the front 
porch. 
Fortunately, he did not have

No lives were lost in the storm and 
no one was seriously injured, 
altho’ 
there were a number of narrow

capes.

water pouring thru in sheets. W ater 
came down three floors to the 
first 
and the basement was flooded

Thursday, the fac­ 
tory was running with the exception 
of one department, which it was hop­ 
ed to get back to work 
during the 
day. 
The damage there is estimated 
at $10,000. 
The heaviest loss was sustained by 
the Scott County Milling

amounting to some $25,000. 
At B 
Mill a portion of the roof was rip­ 
ped off and a large quantity of flour 
and feeds ruined. 
Practically all of 
the leather belting was wet by wa­ 
ter and it was necessary to order 700 
feet to replace that ruined. 
A large 
quantity of the expensive silk bolt- 
n g cloth, used in sifting 
the 
flour, 
w%a»also ruined. 
The Methodist Church and parson- 
which will probably run as high as 
$16,000.

several hours all over 
town.

early in the evening and several 
of 
the resident lines. 
A11 of the lines 
were restored by Thursday night. 


The Telephone Company had many 
of its lines and poles 
blown 
down, 
some three hundred phones being put 
out of comratssion. 
An extra 
line 
crew has been brought in 
and 
the 
service should be completely restor­ 
ed in several days. The long distance 
lines south and to the east were put 
out of commission. 


At the green house, 300 panes were 
broken out and in the truck garden- 
adjoining, the property of Jno. Young 
the produce completely ruined. The 
same was true 
all 
over town. The 
heavy hail beat gardens, com, cotton 
and all crops over an area of 14,000 
acres into a pulp. Leaves were strip 
ped from the trees, apples, peaches 
and fruits of all kinds desrtoyed. 


Practically every house in 
town 
had one or more window panes blown 
out. 
So great was the force of the 
wind that it lifted up the 
shingles 
and sent water in under as if from a 
force hose. 
Many houses were flood­ 
ed with water the interiors, wall pa­ 
per, woodwork, plaster and 
carpets 
and rugs 
ruined. 
There 
are 
any 
number 
of 
homes that suffered a 
damage running from $100 
op 
to 


there were no fires from that source. 
A number of buildings 
had 
roofs 
ripped off, and one house, which for­ 
tunately had no one living in it, was 
blown completely from its 
founda­ 
tion. 
Several barns and outbuildings 
were blown down. 
Several hundred 
trees were broken over and any num­ 
ber of limbs tom from the trees and 
scattered through 
the 
streets and 
yards, which Thursday presented 
a 
very littered appearance. 
The trees 
in the park were less damaged than 
in any section of town, none of them 
being blown down and only one 
or 
two having limbs broken off. 
The freight station at the Missou­ 
ri Pacific had a large section of the 
roof blown off. 
Whether any of the 
goods in that station at the time were 
damaged, has not yet been determin­ 
ed. 
Many of the business houses had 
plate glass windows broken in by the 
wind, awnings destroyed, 
and mer­ 
chandise ruined from the water leak­ 
ing in through the roofs. 
Thursday 
was 
generally 
spent 
by 
business 
houses and homes alike in airing out 
and drying merchandise and cloth­ 
ing. 
The storm seemed to center in Sik­ 
eston and only extended 
within 
a 
radius of some two miles in all 
di­ 
rections. 
A good hard rain was ex­ 
perienced all over this 
section, 
but 
the wind and hail was only felt 
in 
Sikeston and the country immediate­ 
ly adjoining. 
Within 
this 
district 
the crops are totally ruined and 
it 
means a heavy loss to those farmers 
and gardeners for it is now too late 
to plant any crop with the possible 
exception of cowpeas. And the price 
of cowpeas is almost prohibitive with 
no peas on the market. 
According to John Young, 
it will 
take at least half a carload of glass 
to replace the windows which 
were 
broken. 
The storm came from the east and 
swept the town, then it turned 
and 
came back, the second blow being the 
w'orst of the two. 
The rain was 
so 
heavy the air seemed a solid sheet of 
w?ater and chickens and little pigs by 
the hundreds were drowned. 
Many 
basements were flooded, 
the water 
standing four and five feet deep. 
This storm, so the 
old 
residents 
say, is the worst that has ever struck 
Sikeston, it being a miracle that no 
one was killed and that the damage 
was not greater.

Shooting craps is 
a 
fascinating 
game. 
I’m sure of that. 
If it was 
not, so many men wouldn’t spend the 
best hours of the night hanging over 
a gambling table, their eyes aglitter 
with excitement as they follow the 
peregrinations of the little black-dot­ 
ted ivory cubes about the table and 
see their bank roll swell or fade away 
at the whim of old “Lady Luck’’. 
Sikeston, even as New York 
and 
other metroplises, has her night life. 
I t isn’t the glaring, brazen night life 
of the city with the bright lights of 
its theatres, cabarets and night clubs. 
It is a back alley night life, run un­ 
der cover, and frequented by an odd 


assortm ent of people. 
There is the 
man with the gambling fever. There 
is an unnatural glibter in his eye, an 
unhealthy glow upon his face. 
He 
will come in with a week’s wages in 
his pockets and play recklessly until 
he has lost it all, then live in poverty 
for another week. 
Or he may win 
ami then follows a week of reckless 
indulgence. There is the youth, seek­ 
ing excitement 
and 
a new 
thrill. 
There is the rather reputable 
busi­ 
ness, man, who is seeking to replen­ 
ish a supply of brew that has 
run 
low. 
There are all types and classes. 
This I found to be true on a recent 
visit to one of our most flourishing 
road houses which sells an enormous 
amount of beer. 
It is a rather deso­ 
late old house on an out of the way 
lane, but the lane is well rutted from 
the cars that daily make their way 
up to the house. The furnishings are 
very meagre, chairs in which to sit 
and a table on which to resit the beer 
pans and bottles. 
But the furniture 
suffices, for the patrons are not par 
ticular. 
What they are interested in 
is the beer. 
It is served 
either 
in 
bottle or in pan as the thirsty patron 
may wish. 
Most of them pour it out 
in the pan. It tastes better that way 
they say. 
It is foaming beer, costs 
twenty-five cents a bottle 
and 
has 
quite a kick. 
Three or four bottles 
will make most people babble like a 
brook. 
Some of them were in 
the 
brook stage when they arrived. 
I couldn’t help wondering, 
as 
I 
saw how many people were patroniz­ 
ing the place, how much profit 
the 
proprietors were making? 
Beer, so 
I’m told, costs very little to 
make 
seventy-five cents purchasing the in 
gredients to make five gallons. 
And 
I suppose making it in the quanti 
ties necessary to supply a road house 
the expense becomes even less on the 
gallon. 
So the price asked, twenty 
five cents, means a goodly profit. But 
I suppose part of their profit must 
go to buy police protection. 
They 
surely couldn’t operate as openly as

they do without it. 
But even so, the 
profit on a thousand bottles 
daily 
isn’t to be sneezed at. 
The thing thart most interested me 
was not the beer, 
but 
the 
“bank 
carp game”, which I found to be run 
ning full blast in an adjoining room 
I had heard of bank crap games, but 
I had never 
seen 
one. 
They are 
played on a sunken table very much 
like a pool table. 
This one, instead 
of being covered with 
green 
felt 
however, was covered with a 
heavy 
canvas upon which was a half circle 
extending out from the bankers side 
There were two borders to the circle 
In the outer all 
around 
were 
the 
words, “Pass”. 
In the inner border 
the words “Don't”. The space within 
the inner border 
was 
termed 
the 
*Field” and contained several num 
bers 2, 3, 4, 9, 10, 12. In the straight 
border, fronting the banker, were the 
point numbers, 4, 5, 6, 8, 9 and 10 
The banker, who operates the game 
giving the house a percentage, pre 
sides over the table, having his mon 
ey stacked before him in halves and 
dollars and in bills. He fades all bets 
made. Those playing take their turn 
throwing with the dice and they may 
bet in any manner they wish. 
They 
may place a bet (anything from fifty 
cents up) that they will pass, signi 
fying their intention by placing their 
money on the “Pass” 
circle. 
That 
means that they will either throw 
seven, eleven or make the number 
that comes up again before throwing 
seven. 
If they throw two or three 
they lose, but keep pthe dice. If they 
throw twelve they lose and lose pos 
session of the dice. When they throw 
seven before throwing 
their 
point 
they lose and give up the dice to the 
next man. 
They may bet that will 
not pass by placing their money 
on 
the “Don’t” circle. 
Or they may bet 
they will throw a field number. 
The 
hanker keeps track of the point num 
ber by placing a black marker on the 
number in front of him. The betting 
is not limited to the person 
having 
possession of the dice. 
The rest are 
at liberty to place their bets in any 
manner they may wish and the bank­ 
er covers ami pays all bets. 
It’s 
fascinating game to watch, but it’s 
a losing game to 
play. 
You 
can’t 
keep playing the game and win, 
be­ 
cause the odds are against you and 
all with the banker. 
He can’t loose. 
I’m not sufficiently versed in 
the 
technic of the game to explain ex 
actly why this is 
true, 
nor 
am I 
mathematician enough to figure 
the 
odds, but they tell me that the bank­ 
er, in covering all the bets has 
the 
big percentage in his favor. And the 
fact that he always wins, bears this 
out. Not that individuals do not win. 
Some of them may win as much as 
¡¡100 or more in a night, depending 
upon the recklessness of their play, 
but the banker doesn’t loose. 
Some­ 
one else pays for 
the fun. 
If 
the 
banker couldn’t win, he wouldn’t be 
operating. He’s not playing the game 
because he loves to gamble. 
It's a 
cold-blooded 
mathematical 
business 
with him with the percentage in 
his 
favor bringing him in a big earning 
every night. 
I suppose 
he justifies 
himself by the old maxim Kipling ex­ 
presses so well, “If he be young and 
unskillful, and play for shekels 
of 
gold, take his money, my son, prais­ 
ing Allah, the kid was ordained to be 
sold”. 
Aiul w’ntehing the 
pale, 
haggard 
look that creeps upon the face of the 
losers, as they see their money slip 
away from them, I can almost sym­ 
pathize with the mas they turn sad­ 
ly away to the beer room to forget 
their sorrows, for the night at least, 
in the comforting arms of Bacchus.

Use of Improved strains of corn Is a 
big factor In efficient and profitable 
corn production, for when such strains 
are used more bushels of com can be 
grown with the same capital and labor, 
thus lowering the cost per bushel and 
swelling the grower’s profits, C M 
Woodworth, chief of plant breeding at 
the college of agriculture, University 
of Illinois, points out. 
'The discovery of disease-resistant 
•tre-ins Is the only permanent means 
of control of plant diseases. 
The 
growing of such resistant strains not 
only reduces losses from the diseases 
themselves, but also entails no cost 
for material and labor In seed treat­ 
ment. The same holds true for strains 
resistant to Insect attacks. There Is an 
added advantage from the standpoint 
of 
quality 
of 
product. 
Resistant 
strains produce more sound grain than 
susceptible strains, and there Is often 
a premium In price on this account. 
"Harvesting and threshing costs are 
high. 
How may they be reduced? 
Types that stand erect throughout the 
hanest period ore to be preferred be­ 
cause practically all the grain can be 
gathered with less trouble, expense 
and loss of grain. In corn, this Is prob­ 
ably more Important than for other 
grain crops, particularly when harvest­ 
ing machinery Is used. 
On account 
of Increasing labor costs more de­ 
pendence Is being placed on machinery.

Heavy Tree Losses Laid 
to Many Kinds of Bugs 
There are 200,000 kinds of bugs 
preying on the trees of this country. 
They cause an annual loss of millions 
and but for the song birds would more 
than double the cost of their depreda­ 
tions. 
Certain experts say that the loss 
due to the ravages of the Insects 1r 
far greater thun the loss due to forest 
fires. In a single section of Oregon 
these pests destroyed enough trees to 
build 8,000 
homes, costing $10.000 
each. 
Pine beetles, borers, timber worms 
and various kinds of moths and flies 
that leave eggs on the leaves are to be 
eradicated if naan is to win in ills un­ 
equal fight.

Penn State Earliana Is 
Most Profitable Tomato 
Producing $700 worth of tomatoes 
from 1,100 plants is the new record of 
the Penn State Earliana variety. A 
central Pennsylve-nia grower recently 
sent this information to the depart­ 
ment of horticulture of the Pennsyl­ 
vania State college, which developed 
the Penn State Eurllana. 
In growing his large crop the seed 
was sowed in the hotbed March 5. The 
plants were transplanted twice, and 
were set in the open ground May 10, 
three by three and one-hc4f feet apart. 
On July 14 the first fruit was picked, 
and picking continued up to July 90. 
“Earliana for an early tomato Is 
the money-maker for me,” this gar­ 
dener testifies. 


Cutworms Are Likely to 
Be Troublesome in Sod 
Cutworms are likely to be trouble­ 
some in sod land. It is safer to plant 
a grain crop on such land than corn 
because the larger number of plants 
will not show the Injury so much as 
the fewer corn plants.

$300,000 LOSS TO PROPERTY 


A cyclone «wept down upon Sikes- 
ton from the east at 3:30 Wednesday 
afternoon and, during the 
hour 
it 
raged, $500,000 worth of damage was 
done to property • and 
crops within 
an nrea of two miles on all aides of 
the town. 
With the storm came a six inch fall 
of rain ami a heavy hail which flood­ 
ed business and 
residence 
sections 
alike, the w ater being over four feet 
deep in some of the lowest sections 
of town. 
The .Sikeston Mercantile Company, 
with a loss estimated at $20,000, was 
the worst hit place 
in 
town. 
The 
wind broke in the front wall at 
the 
top, ami lifted up the roof for forty 
feet back, throwing it back upon the 
remaind *r of the roof. 
Parts of it 
were blown upon 
adjoining 
roofs, 
breaking them in and letting water 
in upon merchandise. 
The 
interior 
of the Mercantile is a wreck, the wa 
ter coming down from above as 
If 
there were no roof at all. W ater was 


$500 and several were damaged to the 
extent of thousands. 
So great was the fall of rain that 
the town was flooded and 
one could 
have rowed a boat through any 
of 
the streets for several hours after the 
rain.

Jefferson City, June 28,—Another 
w orkm en’s 
com pensation 
m easure 
will he subm itted to the voters 
of 
M issouri at the November 2 election 
under initiative petitions filed today 
w ith the secretary of state by Thos. 
M cN am ara, president of the St. Louis 
buildings trades council. 
The second proposed act is v irtu al­ 
ly the sam e as the first act, passed by 
the last legislature and held up 
by 
referendum petitions, except th a t it 
provides executive state insurance in­ 
stead of private insurance and calls 
for higher maximum and 
minimum 
com pensation for injuries. 
The la t­ 
est proposal would provide a 
m ini­ 
mum com pensation of Off 2-3 per cent 
of w«*«*kly salary and a minimum of 
$8 a week, com pared with a flat $20 
a w«*ek m axim um and a $0 
a 
week 
m inim um called for in the proposition 
passed by the legislature. 
The initiative petition filed 
today 
bore 58,880 signatures from 13 of the 
18 congressional districts. 
The law 
requires signatures of five per 
cent 
of the voters in each of 11 of the 18 
d istricts. A total of 45,800 signature** 
is required. 
T he original act will be subm itted 
to the voters for enactm ent as “ pro­ 
position 
No. 1”, on the 
Noveml>or 
election ballots, while the latest one 
will be designated 
ns 
“ proposition 
No. 3” . 
A m easure providing 
pen­ 
sions for St. Louis police is to be the 
second proposition. 
Proposition No. 1, the 
workm en’s 
com pensation nw asure passed by the 
legislature, has been endorsed by the 
sta te labor federation and the asso­ 
ciated industries of Missouri.

m ore than double 
in 
the 20 years 
since we w ere last in th at city. 
The 
W illiam and M ary College 
is 
the 
reason, for a poorer farm ing country 
never existed than is to he found 
in 
th at section. 
At the time of our vis­ 
it about 1100 young men and 
young 
women w ere in attendance 
and 
a 
finer looking 
lot 
of 
young people 
otild hardly be found. 
In fact, the 
girls were the handsom est and 
best 
dressed of any we saw on the trip. 
The College of William and Mary 
A t the w est end of the Duke 
of 
Gloucester S treet is the 
cam pus 
of 
the College of William and Mary. The 
foundation of the Main Building was 
laid in 1804. 
The College of W illiam and Mary 
is the oldest institution of learning in 
the U nited States, except 
H arvard. 
The charter for William and 
Mary 
was granted by King W illiam 
and 
Queen M ary, February 8, 1893, m ain­ 
ly through the perseverance of 
Dr. 
Tames Blair, the deputy in the colony 
of V irginia for the Bishop of Lon­ 
don.. 
The foundation of the 
Main 
Building was laid in 
1694. 
Classes 
were im m ediately opened. 
In 
1705 
the building was destroyed 
by fire, 
efforts were a t once made to rebuild, 
ind in a few years another building 
was erected on the original 
founda- 
ion and walls. 
In 1729 the 
college 
had a full faculty, the first 
in 
the 
United States. 
In 1723 the 
present 
B rafferton Building was erected from 
funds derived from the estate of the 
em inent 
English 
philosopher 
and 
hem ist, 
Hon. Robert 
Boyle. 
This 
building was the Indian school. 
It 
tands southeast of the 
old 
Main 
Building on the Jam estow n Road. 
N ortheast of the Main Building is 
the President’s House, built in 1732. 
It w as occupied by Cornwallis. L ater 
in the Revolution it was burned by 
the French. 
Rebuilt by Louis XVI. 
The chapel of the college was built 
in 1732. 
In the vaults beneath are 
buried Sir John Randolph, John R an­ 
dolph the tory, Lord Botetourt, Pey­ 
ton Randolph, Bishop Jam es Madison 
and w ife, and others. 
B efore the revolution 
m any boys 
were educated here for useful careers, 
and some became not only the lead­ 
ing men of V irginia, but of the con 
tinent. 
W ashington 
received 
from 
the college his commission as survey 
or, and served 
as 
chancellor 
from 
1788 until his death. 
Thom as Jeff­ 
erson 
attended 
the 
college 
from 
M arch, 1760, to A pril, 1762. 
Jam es 
Monroe was a student at the tim e of 
the R evolution, and left to join the 
Continental arm y. 
The list of 
the 
arly students included also the nam 
es of Sir John Randolph, Peyton Ran 
dolph, 
Edmund 
Randolph, 
Georg« 
W ythe, Bishop Jam es Madison, John 
Page, Richard Bland, Benjam in H ar 
rison. C arter Braxton, Samuel Hardy 
Chief Justice 
John 
M arshall 
ami 
m any others distinguished in Ameri 
can history. 
Until 1779 the instrue 
tion had been largely based upon the 
Greek and I>atin languages. Em phas 
is was also placed upon the courses in 
divinity. 
In February, 1859, 
occurred 
the 
fire th a t destroyed the Main Build 
ing for the second tim e, destroying 
the valuable library of 8000 volumes 
many of which had been given to the 
college by em inent men. 
By the end 
of the year the building had been re 
built on the sam e 
foundation 
and 
walls. 
In the spring of 1861 all 
the 
faculty and tw o-thirds of the stud 
ents left to 
join 
the 
Confederate 
Arm y. 
The buildings were used by 
the C onfederate Arm y as barracks, 
hospital and a depot of com m issary 
stores. 
A fter the battle of W illiam sburg in 
May, 1862, the buihiings were used 
by the Federal arm y. 
In Septem ber 
1862, occurred the third fire. For this 
destruction the U nited States 
Gov 
ernm en later reim bursed the college 
In the fall of 1865 the college again 
reopened under the indom itable Col 
onel Ewell as president. 
In the fall 
of 1869 the Main Building was again 
restored. 
The 
present 
building 
therefore, is the fourth on the origin 
al foundation and walls. 
The library is northeast 
of 
mam 
building. 
In it is the best collection 
of Colonial portraits in Virginia, 
In passing through Duke of Glou 
coster Street one feels like carrying 
his hat in hand as some way there is 
a sacred feeling 
th a t 
creeps 
over 
you as your mind turns back to the 
hallowed ground trod by m akers of 
the history of the United States. 
Bishop Randolph said of the Bru 
ton Parish Church th a t it was “ the 
noblest 
monument 
of 
r«*ligion 
A m erica” , 
and we believe 
it to be 
true as it is the 
oldest 
P rotestant 
church in America. 
The burying ground in the church 
yard contains many slabs erected to 
| the memory of those buried back in 
the sixteen hundreds.

Jam es River and is a beautiful loca­ 
tion.

But even so, the 
profit on a thousand bottles

The thing that most interested me 
was not the beer, 
but

"bank 
carp game”, which 1 found to be run­ 
ning full blast in an adjoining room. 
I had heard of hank crap games, but 
I had never 
seen 
one. 
They are 
played on a sunken table very much 
like a pool table. 
This one, instead 
of being covered with 
green 
felt, 
however, was covered with a 
heavy 
canvas upon which was a half circle 
extending out from the bankers side. 
There were two borders to the circle. 
In the outer all 
around 
were 
the 
words, “ Pass”. 
In the inner border 
«the words “Don’t”. The space within 
the inner border 
was 
termed 
the 
"Field” and contained several num­ 
bers 2, 3* 4, 9, 10, 12. In the straight 
border, fronting (he hanker, were the 
point numbers, 4, 5, 6, 8, 9 and 10, 
The banker, who operates the game, 
giving the house a percentage, pre­ 
sides over the table, having his mon­ 
ey stacked before him in halves and 
dollars and in bills. He fades all bets 
made. 
Those playing take their turn 
throwing with the dice and they may 
bet in any manner they wish. 
They 
may place a bet (anything from fifty 
cents up) that they will pass, signi­ 
fying their intention by placing their 
money on the "Pass” 
circle. 
That 
means that they will either throw 
seven, eleven or make the number 
that comes up again before throwing 
seven. 
If they throw two or three, 
they lose, hut keep pthe dice. If they 
throw twelve they lose and lose pos­ 
session of the dice. When they throw 
seven before throwing 
their 
point 
they lose and give up the dice to the 
next man. 
They may bet that will 
not pass by placing their money 
on 
the “Don’t" circle. 
Or they may bet 
they will throw a field number. 
The 
hanker keeps track of the point num­ 
ber by placing a black marker on the 
number in front of him. The betting 
is not limited to the person 
having 
possession of the dice. 
The rest are 
at liberty to place their bets in any 
manner they may wish and the bank­ 
er covers ami pays all bets. 
It’s a 
fascinating game to watch, but it’s 
losing game to 
play. 
You 
can’t 
keep playing the game and win, 
be­ 
cause the odds are against you and 
all with the banker. 
He can’t loose. 
I’m not sufficiently versed in 
the 
technic of the game to explain ex­ 
actly why this is 
true, 
nor 
am I 
mathematician enough to figure 
the 
odds, but they tell me that the hank­ 
er, in covering all the bets has 
the 
big percentage in his favor. 
And the 
fact that he always wins, bears this 
out. 
Not that individuals do not win. 
Some of them may win as much as 
$100 or more in a night, depending 
upon the recklessness of their play, 
hut the hanker doesn’t loose. 
Some 
one else pays for 
the fun. 
If 
the 
hanker couldn’t win, he wouldn't be 
operating. He’s not playing the game 
because he loves to gamble. 
It’s a 
cold-blooded 
mathematical 
business 
with him with the percentage in 
his 
favor bringing him in a big earning 
every night. 
1 suppose 
he justifies 
himself hy the old maxim Kipling ex­ 
presses so well, “If he be young and 
unskillful, and play for shekels 
of 
gold, take his money, my son, prais­ 
ing Allah, the kid was ordained to be 
sold”.

away from them, I can almost sym­ 
pathize with the mas they turn sad­

Sikeston is still without a 
white­ 
way and while we are not reproduc­ 
ing the following article as a sugges­ 
tion that our fair city do likewise, we 
do intim ate that conditions here are 
very much as they were in Savannah 
before the 
establishment 
of 
their 
whiteway system and that 
Sikeston 
might do worse that to follow their 
xample. 
What about it? 
Savannah, Mo. Has a New Whiteway 
One of the most outstanding civic 
improvements of recent years in Sa­ 
vannah, has now* become a reality. 
“For a long time it was an admit­ 
ted fact that the business section of 
our city was very poorly lighted. So 
poorly, in fact, that as little as pos­ 
sible was ever said about it. We felt 
the sting of reproach that was 
ap­ 
parent in every illusion to our street 
lighting system, 
knowing 
that 
as 
forward-looking citizens and business

Any 
funds collected in excess of the cost 
of this whiteway system, wrill be re­ 
turned to the subscribers pro ra ta’. 
The committees went out with the 
determination to succeed. 
As is 
al­ 
ways the case* this proposition had 
to be explained in an intelligent and 
satisfactory manner 
to 
those 
ap­ 
proached for subscriptions, hut bear 
in mind men were chosen who could 
do that very thing and success of the 
project was assured. 
No 
appreciable 
opposition 
encountered. 
Only those who did 
realize the importance of a whiteway 
to our city’s progress, hesitated. The 
amount was pledged promptly. With 
the power to call for and pass on os 
timates, together with the authority 
to purchase necessary equipment, the 
special committees carried 
out their 
commission with precision and 
dis 
patch. 
The good judgment 
of 
the 
men who made up the 
personnel of 
these committees, was to 
he 
relied 
upon. 
“ Within a reasonable time, allow­ 
ed for shipment and preliminary la 
bor, the project was under way. Each 
man kept on the job until everything 
was in place and on a date previously 
arranged, the citizens of our city and 
couny gathered to celebrate in a

fitting manner. 
The climax of our

It Is now considered doubtful 
If cultivation actually Increases the 
yield of alfulfa or thickens the stand, 
or kills out grass and weeds In any 
amount sufficient to justify the opera 
tlon. The most Important cultivation 
that iJfalfa receives is before the 
Beed Is put Into the ground, when the 
soil Is thoroughly cleaned and thor­ 
oughly prepared.
